Owed His Rise to Timidity 
The chief official of the Roman 


Catholic church in Germany, Cardi- 
nal Kopp, who died recently at Trop- 


. pau, Silesia, was.a telegraph opera- 


tor on the ‘Hanoverian States Rail- 
ways at the age of 20 and so poorly 
was he paid that he was often in ar- 
rears with his rooms and_ lodgings. 
An unexpected bonus of $15 seemed a 
fortune to’ him. 

At the end of a year’s apprentice- 
ship he was to have joined the re- 
gular staff had not the supervisor of 
his department, Von Griesbach, made 
the followtng confidential report, 
which has just been published: 

“Telegraph Clerk George Kopp has 
made earnest endeavors to become 
an efficient operator, but his timid 
and diffident character ill fits him 
for the public service. He _ lacks 
force, confidence, presence of mind 
and quickness of decision in g.ap- 
pling with emergencies. On the other 
hand, Kopp has shown considerable 
industry and zeal. He is intellectu- 
ally somewhat above the average, so 
that I can <confidently 1ecommend 
him for administrative work. At the 
game time I suggest that his Mé@fiaite 
appointment be postponed for an- 
other,two months.” 

Thus, “dammed with faint praise,” 
Kopp never got his appointment at 
all, and eventually ". resigned, 
studied for’ holy orders, and was or- 
dained. 

Twenty years later, as Prince- 
Bishop of Breslau, he sat at state 
banquets at the emperor's right hand. 

Reducing the Cost of Living | 

Postmaster-General Burleson’s lat- 
est.plan to develop the usefulness of 
the. parcel post is a logical carrying- 
cut of one of the main purposes of 
the government in undertaking the 
carriage of packages. 

The parcel post justified itself 
against lobbed opposition by the 
promise that it would reduce the cost 
of living. It was urged that city 
housekeepers could get eggs, poul- 
try, butter and other farm produce 
directly from the farmer, cutting out 
the profits of the several varieties of 
middlemen «that intervene between 
the producer, and the consumer. The 
idea was that the householder would 
pay less and get better food supplies, 
while the farmer would at least in 
many cases, save the cost of market- 
img and get larger returns. So both 
would be better off. 

This is precisely the way it has 
woried-.out—Where it has been. fully 
intreduced. The trouble has been, 
however, that .it hag not been tried 
enough. An agency has been necded 
to. bring the producer and corsumer 
in tcuch with each other, to open up 
these channels of direct trade and to 
round up city customers for the 
farmers. - 

This ig what is proposed in the 
plan to:be tried out in ten cities, 
where the post offices are to-be bur- 
eaus of information, .supplying city 
people with lists of the names and 
addresses of farmers who are pre- 
pared to supply produce direct to the 
ultimate consumer. It will take time 
to work out this plan, but it ough’ 
to work to the mutual advantage of 
the farmer and the city .dweller.— 
New York Mail.

Don’t Drink Water That is Pure 

The familiar statement that the old 
toper who refused to drink for fear 
it would “rust his iron constitution,” 
may not be so much of a joke as it 
has always been considered. Recent 
scientific investigations cast serious 
doubts upon the benefits of water as 
a beverage except in very. moderate 
quantities. Surprisingly enough, wat- 
er which has been made chemically 
pure by distilling, has been founu to 
do even more injaey—to the, human 
system than other kinds. . 

A long seiies of eéxperiment on 
plants has shown that distilled water 

hich offers a high resistance to 
electric currents, is almost fatal to 
plant life. Such water works great 
harm to a plant’s cells by extracting 
the electrolytes anc. disarrauging the} 
chemical and physical parts the 
plants. Prot.ids ara tie basis of the 
cell’s health, and they are just the 
elements which are destroyed by ab- 
solutely pure water. 

The fact of the matter seems to be 
that there is danger of drinking wat- 
er that is too pure. The presence of 
certain impurities in water adds 
greatly to its h2althfulness Even a 
small amount of mineral salts hag the 
effect of making water a harmless | 
beverage. Distillation makes water 
absolutely pure by destroying disease 
microbes, but at the same time it 
removes’ certain salt« which are of 
great value to our bodies. ‘ 
Science now says that well ' wate- 
is a good kind to drink, but that fil- 


cause it has been more thoroughly | 
oxygenated. We ought never to drink 
distilled water, it declares, because 
there is good reason. ‘to believe that 
i¢ is as harmful] tc the cells of the 
human body as!to those o* plants.

One of the worst accidents in the his- 
tory of mining ‘in Canada occurred at 
| the Hillérest ‘colliery, iff the Crows Next 
district, ‘on June 19. Two hundred and 
thirty-seven. men went dow n to work in 
the mine and ply, forty-eight returned 
alive. 

The great elements of ‘danger in “coal 
mining are gas. and coal . dust. Every 
precaution:is taken to prevent the ‘ignit- 
ion df these by the use of approved safe- 
ty ‘lamps and permitted explosives. 
Shooting is not allowed where gas has 
been found and full shots are tired by 
shotlighters. Despite these precautions 
explosions occur, and, in the case of 
coal-mining in the Grows Nest district, 
‘wheré the coal rolls down’ chutes to the? 
level below, there is necessarily consider- 
able dust, When one considers that 
experiment has proven that an explosion 
was obtdined when coal dust is. present 
only to the extent of about’ one-fifth. of 
an ounce’ to the square foot, (this is 
minch less than the dust present in the 
roadways of many mines), the import- 
ance of the dust problem becomes ap- 
parent, ° 

Many remedies have been proposed to 
render the galleries of a coal mine safe 
from coal dust expldsions, the chief of 
which aret— 

- (1) Removal of the dust by shovelitig: 

(2) Watering by sprays, etc.

Eminent French Botanist Evolves 
Fine Specimen. From Wild 
Fungi 


Prof. Matruchot, the eminent 
| Frenoh botanist, has succceded °in 
evolving a new and deiicious edible 
mushroom. It bas been cultivated 
from the wild fungi which grow in 
the woods in the Jate autumn L.onths. 

A number were planted in the vast 
cellars of the Paris-observatory, and 
by careful trestment a mushroom. 
was developed which grows all the 
year round. The stem is eight inches 
high and the head four to six inches 
in diameter. 

The new variety has been given the 
name of “tricholoma nudum.” Its flav- 
or is most delicate and captiva'ing, 
and the color of the stems of the 
first specimens obtained was a purpl- 
ish blue, byt this is gradually disap- 
pearing er extended cultivation.

In the United Kingdom_an effort is 
being made by law to stamp out tub- 
erculosis in cattle.

The Horseshoe

ous creatures would ride the horses 
at dead of n.ght over the hills, and 
when the owner came to the stables 
in the mornirg te would find his ani- 
mals in a lather and utterly exhaust- 
ed. <A horseshoe placed over the 
| Stable docr was believed to ward off 
such evil. : 

There is no superstition more deep- 
ly ingrained in all classes of society 
than that vhich per‘ains to the horse 
shoe. As an emblem of good fortune 
it holds sride of placc. Nelson did 
not disdain to nail a horseshoc to iLe 
mast of the Victory. In the early 
part of the nineteenth century the 
horseshoe was highly prized, and 
there were few mansions. wherea_ it 
was not displayed,. while huimbler 
folks were at great pains to fasten it 
over thelr doors. : 

In Greece and Rome horses were 
not shod. The ancients were con- 
tent with wrapping filer cloth round 
the feet of their horses in cold weath- 
er, or when it ‘vas necessary to pass 
through miry. districts. Insteac of de- 
vising horseshoes, they turned their 
attention to hardening the hoofs of 
tteir mounts. Nerc. however, who 
ever stroce to out distance his con- 
temporaries, caused his horses to be 
shod with silver, but no nails were 
driven with silver, but no nails wera 
shoeing horses by driving nails into 
the hoofs was introduced into Eng- 
land by William the Conqueror, but 
for centuries the practice did not gain 
much Way. 

The Indians, who had no superiors 
as horsemen, never thought of stive- 
ing their mounts in any way, and yet 
they were capable of performing re- 
markable, journeys over the most Jif- 
ficult country Even at the present 
day in Japat the modern - horseshoe 
finds a strong competitor in the old- 
fashioned sandals made of straw, 
which are fastened to’ the horses’ 
hoofs, very much as they might be 
to a man’s feet. ; 
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Do Light Rays Develop Germs? 


Dr. Roux, director of-the Pasteur 
Institute in Paris, read the other 
day, at the Academie des Sciences, a 
note by Mme. Victor Henri who, with 
her husband, epecializes in the study 
of ultra violet rays, describing the 
effect of existing microbes to the 
rays. 

A prolonged and carefully regulat- 
ed exposure’ to the ult. violet rays 
of anthrax microbes resulted in the 
| death of some of the microbes, but 
others survived, and were complete- 
ly transformed in regard to shape, be- 
coming round instead of long, and 
when an -.nimal was inocculated the 
transformed microbes caused an ill- 
ness of an entirely different nature 
from normal anthrax, being of a 
toxic character, but not septicaemic. 

Dr. Roux concluded that these ex- 
periments lead one to ask if differ- 
ent microbes have not been evolv- 
ed from a Hmited number of_ prim?-' 
tive forms under the action of light. 

This’ would contradict the common 
idea. that noxious germs are to'be 
warred against by exposure to sun- 
light and air

IN WESTERN GANADA 


AN AMERICAN WRITER TELLS 
OF THE WONDERFUL PRO- 
GRESS BEING MADE 


Frederick Foster, Writing In an Amer 
lean Magazine, Describes the Rapid 
Development of the Canadian West 
—‘Pioneering de Luxe.” ‘3 


. Frederick Foster, member of Ohio 
Historical and Archaeological Society 
and National Geogriphic Society, 
says, in a recent issue of an Amert- 
can magazine: ; 

“When I first began going intothe 
Canadian west on tours: of investiga 
tion, I often welcémed the simpliest 
diversion which might break the mon- 
otony of the prairie or the stillness of 
the forest. A mooge crashing through 
the trees, the honking of a water 
fowl, even the scurrying of a gopher 
through the grass have all ‘been sweet 
entertainment. But it is different 
now; Old Joe Boyd, up at Giscombe 
Portage in British Columbia, express 
éd the present conditions in this 
fashion. ‘I have just got to hunt new 
trappin’ grounds; the settlers are 
coming in here so fast even muskrat 
is gotten to be a stranger.’” 

The trek of Western Canada began 
in earnest about a dozen years ago 
and followed closely the lines of the 
then one existing railway, but coinct- 
dent with the building of two more 
transcontinental railweys, the immi- 
gration increased until it has now 
reached the enormous total of virtue 
ally half million persons a year, large 
ly from Great Britain and the United 
States, not to mention the vast move 
ment from Eastern Canada to the 
west. The lure, or properly speaking 
lures, are identica! to those which 
peopled our own prairies. First, land; 
second, merctile oppurtunities cre 
ated by the cultivation of the land. 
The difference in the development of 
our middle west and the development 
of Western Canada lies largely in the 
difference of time, and for this rea- 
son it is but natural that. Western 
Canada’s deveiopment i. relatively 
faster. The opportunities there at 
present are precisely the tame as the 
opportunities which existed in Cen- 
tral United States thirty or forty 
years ago, but the means of convert- 
ing these: opportunities into money 
are infinitely better as may be real- 
ized when one pauses to consider the 
vast improvements which have been 
made in_ transportation facilities, 
farm equizment«ard business appli- 
ances during that period. 

There is no pioneering in Western 
Canada as our fathers and zrandfath- 
ers understood the’ word; instead its 
pioneering de luxe; pioreering via 
transcontinental trains. versus ox 
carts; tungster lights versu3 candles; 
steam ploughs versus the hoe; mer- 
chandising versus trading. 

I nevér take a trip into Western 
Canada without being amazed at the 
progress being made: I “ave recently 
seen model. towns of three, four and 
five thousanc people which did not »x- 
ist five years ago. Less than two 
years ago I had cccasion to go to 
Central Britisk Columbia. After leav- 
ing the railway I was obliged to float 
down the Fraser river on a scow cov- 
ering more than three hundred miles 
in’ six days; then I spent another 
week travelli.g by pack. train into 
the Stuart river valiey. On the entire 
journey I passed through: but one 
smal] village and the country, some 
of the richest in agricultural possibil- 
ities, timber and minerals of any in 
North America, was but sparsely set 
tled. A few weeks ago I made the 
same trip, but instead of going down 
the Fraser on a scow, I went all, the 
way from Winnipeg on as fine a train 
as one may wish. Railway constrve- 
‘tion camps which had punctuated my 
journey two years ago have given 
place to thriving tcwns where mer- 
chants are getting rich supplying the 
thousands of farmers, lumbermen and 
miners with the same brands of goods 
‘hat may be nurchased in Winnipeg, 
Chicago and Boston. I cannot speak 
of these settlers as immigrants. nor 
yet as pioneers’ for the word immt 
erént seems to imply gunny racks 
and garlic, while pioneering has be 
come synonymous wit hardships. I 
cannot harmonize the word immi- 
grant with the Iowa farmer who sold 
his farm there and brought $46.000 in 

sh with him to the Stuart river val | 
ley, nor do I think a man undergoes 
manv hardshing in trading an uncon 
genial job and a four room flat ina 
crowded city for a business of his 
own anda modern bungalow in a new 
country where he receives the base 
ball score. by innings. 


Aoples for the Prairie Provinces 
The trees of the varieties.of apples’ 
originated by Dr. Wm. Saunders, es- 
pecially for the prairie provinces, by 
crosing the wild Siberian crab, Pyrus 
baccata, with named varieties of. ap- 
ples, are now in the horticultural divi- 
sion, department of*agricutme, Ot- 
tawa. Trees of ‘he first crosses, 
Which are about the size of the larger 
named crap apples, have now heen 
well distributed through the ‘prairie 
provinces and are proving hardy 
where larger apples will not succeed. 
Among the best of these are Jewel, 
Charles, Silvia, Prince, Tony, Robin, 
Elsa, Alberta, Columbia, Ruby, North- 
ern Queen and Eve. Many second. 
crosses, having more blood of the ap- 
ple, fruited in 1913 and in previous 
years. Some of these are two and 
one-half inches in diameter and they 
are being propagated, and will be 
prairie 
farms.
